Washington—(.I1)—President Roose- 


velt sent congress a budget message 
today which projected new billion- 
dollar treasury deficits and a new 
public debt peak despite estimates 
of lesser spending. 


His forecast for the 1939 fiscal 


year contemplated a $539,000,000 cut 
in government outlays—"the most 
important fact of this budget." Mr. 
Roosevelt said—but conditioned the 
reduction on an upturn in busincs 
and national defense requirements 


The president's big volume o 


budget figures estimated a net defi 
city of $1.088.129.600 for the curren 


. fiscal year and $949.606.000 for the 


next 12 months which he noted 
would be successive declines. Th 
public debt, he said, would reach a 
$38.528.200.000 high on June 30. 1939 


In addition. Mr. Roosevelt lef 


the treasury's doors ajar to thi 
possibility of more spending for hu 
man relief and for armaments "due 
to world conditions over which this 
nation has no control." 


Revenue to Decline 


The continued deficit was attrib- 


uted to a sharp drop in expectec 
revenue because of the business re- 
cession. President Roosevelt ack- 
nowledged that for the first time 
since he became chief executive he 
faced less, rather than more, gov- 
ernmental income. 


To obtain next year's estimated 


spending slash of $539,000,000 the 
president cut his estimates for re- 
lief and recovery to $1.138,304,000— 
down $841,356.600 from this year's 
figures. But he added: 


"The economic situation may not 


improve and if it does not, 1^ ex- 
pect the approval of congress" and

endar year 1938 wilt bring an im- 
provement in business conditions 
and, therefore, in tax receipts. The 
treasury, leaning to the conserva- 
tive side, predicts some improve- 
ment over the present level but 
does not assume in its figures that 
business in the calender year 1938 
will reach as high a level'as in the 
calendar year 1937."

George 


Sutherland of the supreme court to- 
day notified President Roosevelt he 
would retire from active service on 
that bench on Jan. 18. 


In his letter to the president 


which was sent to the White House 
this morning the justice said: 


"My dear Mr. President: 
"Having reached the age of 


more than 75 years, and having 
held my commission as asso- 
ciate justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and 
served in that court, for 15 
years, and thus being eligible 
for retirement under the Sum- 
ners act of March 1. 1937, en- 
titled "An act to provide for the 
retirement of justices of the 
supreme court.' 
I desire to 


avail myself of the rights, privi- 
leges and judicial service speci- 
fied in that act. and to that end 
I hereby retire from regular 
active service on the bench, 
this retirement to be effective 
on and after Tuesday, the eight- 
eenth day of January. 1938." 


Second Retirement 


The 
retirement 
of Sutherland 


gives President Roosevelt his sec- 
ond opportunity to make an ap- 
wintment to the supreme court. 


His first came when Justice Willis 


/an Devanter retired last spring. 
To succeed 
Van Devanter 
Mr. 


loosevelt named Senator Hugo L. 
Hack of Alabama. Disclosure that 
Black once had been affiliated with 
he Ku Klux Klan aroused a storm 
f controversy which lasted through- 
out the summer and proved one of 
he highlights of the 1937 battle ov- 
T the president's move to increase 
he size of the supreme court. 


Justice Sutherland 
refused 
to 


make any comment on his retire- 
nent. Friends said, however, that 
iis action'was based largely on his 
ge.

They said he has reached the period 
vhen he feels that he cannot do 
is full share of court work without 
oo much of a strain and that he is 
ot willing to remain on the bench 
vhen he feels that he cannot carry 
is full burden of the work.

subsidies that are not reimbursable,

worker," as Governor 


Eccles of the Federal Reserve board 
expresses it in his plea for govern- 
ment action that will stop the re- 
cession by sustaining "buying pow- 
er." 


One must distinguish nowadays 


between the short-range or imme- 
diate plans to stop the recession 
from growing worse and the long- 
range plans for the achievement of 
a $100,000,000,000 national income. 


In many respects, the present era 


in Washington resembles the win- 
ter of 1933. when all sorts of plans 
were being offered through sena- 
torial committees and directly to 
Mr. Roosevelt in the hope of bring- 
ing economic recovery. 


Must Remain Solvent 


But whatever 
plan 
is brought 


forward must stand the acid test of 
economic soundness, which is but 
another way of saying that purchas- 
ing power must be increased, pro- 
duction must 
be 
increased, real 


wages must be increased, and the 


goveinment of the 
United States 


must remain 
solvent, and, if all 


those factors 
are 
present, 
the 


scheme can be said to be economi- 
cally sound^ 


The real trouble is that there is 


in political government so much

with the realities. 


Very timidly do the political-mnid- 
ed approach the question

creasing the output per man, not 
excessively, but 
sufficiently any-

total payroll. 
Very 
timidly, too. 


does the political

the question of reducing taxes and 
.reducing direct 
government 
out- 


lays for things that benefit par- 
ticular districts and make votes. 


Everybody will agree with Mr. 


Roosevelt that a $100,000.000,000 na- 
tional income would solve many of 
our tax worries. For then a $17,000,- 
000,000 cost of government, which is 
the total of federal, state and mu- 
nicipal, would not be hard to bear 
because it would be only 17 per 
cent of the natoinal income. 


What America today is struggling 


with is a 517,000,000,000 cost of gov- 
ernment 
divided into a $68,000,- 


000.000 national income for 1937. 
That's approximately 25 per cent. 
It means that 
one dollar 
out of 


every four dollars produced by all 
businesses and all occupations goes 
to the government in taxes or sums 
loaned for deficits. That occurred 
in a relatively good year. 


Now, 
in 1929. 'America 
had an 


$81.000.000,000 national income, but 
the total cost of government was 
only $13,000,000,000. That was about 
16 per cent of the national income.

m increases, it is difficult 
to see 


how we can reach the $100,000,000,- 
000 goal for another six years. 


Meanwhile, can anybody guaran- 


tee that, in the interim, the nation- 
al income will not stand still or 
even break down as it did in 1931 
and 1932? When taxes get to the 
danger point, it means high prices 
so as to absorb the taxes, and the 
result is consumer resistance and 
finally business stagnation. Already 
the bureau of agricultural econo- 
mics of the department of agricul- 
ture has revealed that no increase 
in national income is expected in 
1938 
over 1937. This means that 


something has 
happened 
to the 


mechanism which causes the na- 
tional income to rise steadily. What 
has happened?

has broken down. The administra- 
tion says prices have been "fixed." 
The alibi factories are working 
overtime inside and 
outside the 


government. Nobody is willing to 
accept any blame, not even con- 
gress, which passed the laws, or the 
president, who recommended them.

JAPS OFF LOWER CALIFORNIA 
The last thing America wants to do 


is get the spy fever. 
But there is no 


denying the fact that an extensive fleet of 
Japanese fishing boats is to be found out- 
side our coast and also down off lower 
California and near Magdalena Bay, a 
name that should arouse memories. 


For the Japs first put their eyes on 


Magdalena Bay, under Mexican control, 
in 1911. 


They undertook through a private cor- 


poration to gain a foothold in that fertile 
country, the value of which is realized 
by almost everyone excepting the Mexi- 
can themselves. And what did America 
do in that situation, with Japan almost 
rapping at our gates? 
It passed the 


Lodge resolution which read as follows: 


"RESOLVED, that when any harbor 


or any other place in the American 
continents is so situated that the oc- 
cupation thereof for military or naval 
purposes might threaten the communi- 
cations or the safety of the United 
States, the government of the United 
States could not see. without grave 
concern the possession of such harbor 
or other place in the American 
association which has such a relation 
to another government, not American, 
as to give that government practical 
power to control for naval or military 
purposes." 
This resolution 
was 
carried 
over- 


whelmingly. In answer to questions on 
the floor Senator Lodge stated: 


"This resolution rests on the ground 


which all nations have recognized and 
maintained of their right to oppose the 
founding by a foreign government or 
by persons tinder foreign control of 
establishments at points which would 
threaten the safety or the communica- 
tions of the government itself." 
The Lodge resolution was merely one 


little piece, though 
important, 
in the 


great and enduring mosaic of government 
constructed by our fathers for 150 years. 
At other times our government has man- 
ifested great interest in Cuba, Porto Rica, 
Florida, Louisiana, California 
and 
Ha- 


waii, and while the territories named were 
under foreign rule. 


The next time the Japs and Magdalena 


Bay came into the news of the day was 
while Mr. Coolidge was president and the 
great Dwight Morrow was our ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, something like 12 years 
ago. 
To the Japanese efforts to again 


colonize at Magdalena Bay our diplomacy 
operated directly upon Mexico and ter- 
minated such efforts by getting the Mex- 
icans to terminate them. 


It is quite likely that Japan may even 


now be following the foolish diplomacy 
of Berlin during the V>"orld war expect- 
ing to divert our attention from the trag- 
edy of China by sending fleets of fishing 
smacks loaded with men who cast hun- 
gry eyes upon the shores of Magdalena 
Bay. 
But if we have not departed from 


the wise policies of our fathers we will 
neither become excited nor permit any 
Jap colony at Magdalena Bay but merely 
refresh ourselves by reading the history 
of our attitude which has, until the ad- 
vcnt of the Neighborly Policy, been man- 
ly and upright, strong and secure. 


KEEPING THE FAITH IN THIS WORLD 


Not long ago the head of the Car- 


negie Endowment, Mr. Butler, said: 


"A ^orld in which no distinction i«s 


mad* between those who keep their 
word and those who break it. between 
those who seek to Jive at peace with 
their neighbors, and tho.sc who com- 
mit sets of obvious aggression, is a 
world foredoomed to anarchy and the 
rule of the sword alone." 
There is great similarity of thought be- 


tween Mr. Butler's words and the solemn 
utterances from Rome of Pope Pius XI 
in relation to organized campaigns by 
certain governments against specific re- 
ligions. The pope did not mention names 
but no one was in doubt that he re- 
ferred to the head of the German state 
when he compared organized attacks upon 
religion to the "impious and atrocious 
things being perpetrated in Russia." 


Neither do we see any distinction in 


principle, between Mr. Butler's words, the 
pope's utterance and the recent com- 
plaints of Lutheran chaplains 
of

Reichswehr that the Nazi party, con- 
trolling the Reich, was doing what it 
could to destroy Christianity within its 
domain.

iously in Asia was spilled because men 
broke their solemn xvords. All the dan- 
gers that have existed in North Africa 
or Spain have been occasioned because 
the truth was not in men who came to

We are going to build a bigger navy 


by enlarging and speeding our program. 


There will be little or no opposition to 


the plan because of the battle smoke on 
the horizon. Neither can the mass of the 
people, or perhaps even any particular 
part of them, form a very reliable judg- 
ment in respect to the necessity or the 
desirability of putting further hundreds 
of millions into armored plate.

Their sincerity and patriotism are of high 
order. 


But there is always the danger »that 


their opinions may somewhat be affected 
by their natural inclination to see their 
respective services brought to a high point 
of dash and efficiency. 
So it is incum- 


bent upon them to convince their civilian 
superiors that their demands or recom- 
mendations are desirable in the national 
defense. 


It is not easy to pour more hundreds 


of millions into battles-hips when good 
roads are still to be built. It is not easy 
to see harbors full of steel cruisers rusting 
at their anchors while CCC camps are 
closed down and the 
public health is 


shouldered into a corner. 


But in a world which presents large 


areas definitely gone crazy there is no 
room to criticize the decision that the 
American navy must become increasingly 
dangerous to potential foes of ur.rcrupu- 
lous purpose.

RINGWORM 


Epidermophytosis, tinea sycosis, 


ringworm, athlete's foot, 
trench 


foot, barber's itch, tricophytosis, 
dermatomycosis. fungus infection, 
mycosis—by whatever name you 
call it the disease itches, spreads 
and resists treatment unless the 
treatment is intelligently selected 
and carefully applied. The fungus, 
or rather the several varieties of 
fungus that cause ringworm dis- 
ease may grow and live for a con- 
siderable time in clothing, shoe lin- 
ing or the scales or particles of epi- 
dermis dropped from the infected 
area of skin, and so re-infect the 
individual himself or infect other 
individuals who come into close 
association or contact. 


Only the physician trained and 


experienced in diagnosis of skin le- 
sions can distinguish ringworm dis- 
ease from various other skin-rdis- 
eases. The layman had better not 
try. However, ringworm disease is 
still quite common, among all class- 
es of people, altho the type known 
as athlete's foot is not so prevalent 
ns it was a few years ago—prob- 
.ibly because more care is taken by 
intelligent persons about walking 
barefoot where others have walked 
barefoot—about 
swimming pools, 


baths, hotel bedrooms, gymnasiums. 
It is fairly likely that a patch or 
patches of scaly itching skin le- 
sions on the foot, especially between 
the toes, is ringworm. 


A daily painting with tincture of 


iodin, for three days in succession, 
is a good first aid application in 
any case that presents the appear- 
ance of a ringworm lesion. 


Application of ammoniated mer- 


cury ointment of 5 per cent strength 
is another good first aid treatment 
if you suspect the trouble is ring- 
worm—on any part of the body, of 
child or adult. 


A good lotion to apply to ring- 


worm is a solution of one ounce of 
sodium thiostilphate in enough wa- 
ter to fill a half-pint (eight-ounce) 
bottle. This may be sopped on the 
lesion several times a day. or a 
compress wet with it and held in 
place by a bandage may be left on 
all night. 


For the prevention of foot itch 


many swimming pools keep a shal- 
low tank or large basin of water 
containing sodium thiosulphate be- 
tween dressing room and pool or 
bath, so that every patron must 
step in the solution for a moment. 
This has proved of great value in 
preventing the spread of epider- 
mophytosis. 


Sodium thiosulphate (sometimes 


called 
hyposulphite) 
in 
powder 


form is used with much satisfaction 
for dustinc on the feet, in the stock- 
ings, in the shoes, for the preven- 
tion or relief of ringworm or fun- 


nerve root give prolonged relief, 
tho sometimes produce temporary 
paralysis too.

Peak Despite Slashes in 


Spending, Roosevelt Says 


Washington—tn—The 
text 
of 


President Roosevelt's message ac- 
companying the federal budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 
1938: 


To the Congress of the 
United 


States: 
* 


Pursuant to provisions of law I 


transmit herewith the budget of the 
United States government for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1939. to- 
gether with this message, which is 
a part thereof. The estimates have 
been developed after analysis of the 
revenues, obligations, and reason- 
able needs of the government, and 
I recommend appropriations for the 
•purposes specifically detailed here- 
in. 


In simple fairness to the treasury 


»- of the United States I am confident 


that the congress and the public 
•will bear in mind certain 
funda- 


mentals relating to the making of 
the national budget. 


Estimates in Advance 


. 


The first step calls for the presen- 


tation, before the 15th of September, 
by every department and 
agency 


head, of estimates of appropriations 
for the fiscal year beginning the 
first day of the following July—in 
other words at least 9 months be- 
fore the spending of the money can 
prepared by the budget officers and 
other officials of eacn department 
and agency, are intended to repre- 
sent what they consider the mini- 
mum needs of the work assigned to 
them by law. 


Thereupon the director of 
the 


budget presents these totals to the 
president who without taking up 
the thousands of separate items asks 
the secretary of the treasury for es- 
timates of the total amount of ax 
receipts which the government may 
obtain during the 12 months begin- 
ning 9 months later. This estimate 
by the secretary of the treasury is 
furnished him by civil-service ex- 
perts who have longstanding ex- 
perience with the whole subject of 
forecasting economic conditions in 
what may well be called the remote 
future. These experts properly call 
attention to the fact that they are 
asked to guess what the economic 
status—and therefore 
the tax re- 


ceipts—will be during the fiscal year 
beginning the first of the following 
July. 


If the forecast of tax receipts 


made by these experts, who are 
at least of equal competence 
•with the experts of the largest 
banks and industrial corpora- 
tions of the United States, show 
that the departmental estimates 
of expenditures will exceed the 
estimated tax receipts, the presi- 
dent instructs the director of the 
budget to make every possible 
effort as a result of his hearings 
to pare the departmental esti- 
mates In order to reduce the to- 
tal. 
During the months of November 


and December and after the ihear- 
president the total estimates 
ings have been held by the director 
of the budget, he presents to the 
president the total estimates with 
his recommendations. 


have been infinitely more accurate 
as proven by the final result than 
in the preceding years. 
Estimates 


remain 
a 
prophecy; 
but 
our 


prophecies have been far better 
borne out by later 
events than 


prophecies of earlier years. 


Jt is also worth while to call 


the attention of 
the congress 


and the public to the fact that 
a very large proportion of our 
total expenditures represent fix- 
ed charges which cannot be re- 
duced 
by 
executive action. 


These charges are obligatory on 
the president and the treasury, 
and include interest on the pub- 
lic debt, military and naval 
pensions, contributions to re- 
tirement funds and to the old 
age reserve account, and many 
grants in aid to states. 
Another class of expenditures, 


which, though subject 
to some 


measure of administrative control, 
does 
not 
afford opportunity for 


large reductions, is made up of 
those which carry on the normal, 
everyday operations of the gov- 
ernment. For example, the major 
part of the appropriations for the 
state 
department is required to 


pay the reasonable salaries of con- 
suls, diplomatic agents, secretarial 
staffs, and ministers who represent 
American interests in every part 
of the world. 


the current fbcal year of 1938

It is hoped that this fact will not 


be overlooked. It is fair to say that 
this estimated reduction may,. by 
force of circumstances, 
become 


smaller because of future events 
which today cannot definitely be 
foretold. I refer specifically to the 
possibility that due to world con- 
ditions over which this nation has 
no control, I may find it necessary 
to request additional appropriations 
for national defense. Furthermore, 
the economic situation may 
not 


improve—and if it does not, I ex- 
pect the approval of congress and 
the public for additional appropri- 
ations if they become necessary to 
save thousands of American fam- 
ilies from dire need. 


Outlook Changed 


Help for Citizens 


The third type of expenditure is 


represented by the major effort 
of the government 
to help 
the 


economic security of large groups 
of citizens in every part of the 
country who, for many reasons, 
definitely require 
some form of 


government 
assistance. 
This in- 


cludes various kinds of aid to save 
farms and homes from foreclosure, 
to furnish work relief for needy 
able-bodied 
unemployed, and to 


provide 
old-age pensions, unem- 


ployment insurance and other as- 
sistance under the social-security 
program. Obligations such as these, 
though large ui amount, can be re- 
duced only by depriving a very 
large proportion of our poulation 
of benefits which modern civiliza- 
tion insists on. 


The final category includes 


items of public expenditure for 
capital improvements—such as 
new highways, new river and 
harbor projects; new flood con- 
trol, new public buildings, new 
reclamation projects, and other 
new public works. All of these 
items can be' contracted or ex- 
panded 
to 
conform with the 


contraction 
or 
expansion of 


government income. 


Checkup on Revenue 


Highway Aids 


Revenues—During the 
first 10 


montlis of the calendar year 193? 
business conditions improved ma- 
terially and it was the consensus of 
opinion in government and in busi- 
ness circles that the improvement 
would be maintained in 1933. There 
was every reason to expect that the 
revenues for the fiscal year 1939 
would be greater than the expected 
revenues for 1938 and that with a 
reduction in the cost of relief, the 
total expenditures for 1939 would 
greatly decline. That was the basis 
for our expectation of a balanced 
budget for the fiscal year 1939. 


The recent recession in busi- 


ness has changed that outlook. 
Today it is necessary to revih* 
the estimates of revenues. They 
will be less than we had antici- 
pated. They will, as far as we 
can tell, remain below our esti- 
mated necessary expenditures. 
We hope that the calendar year 


1938 will bring an improvement in 
business conditions and, therefore, 
in tax receipts. The treasury, lean- 
ing to the conservative side, predicts 
some improvement over the pres- 
ent level but does not assume in its 
figures that business in the calen- 
dar year 1938 will reach as high a 
level as in the calendar year 1937. 


The present estimate of revenue 


for the fiscal year 1939 is $5,919,000.- 
000 compared with the present esti- 
mate of receipts for the fiscal year 
1938 of S6.32p.000.000—or. in 
other 


words, a falling off of 5401,000,000. 


Balance—The net result of 


these estimates of expenditures 
and receipts shows for the fis- 
cal year 1939 a net deficit of 
5950,000,000, but it is fair to slate 
at the same time that this defi- 
cit will be S138.000.000 less than 
the expected deficit in the cur- 
rent fiscal year. In other words, 
for the third year in succession 
we would continue to decrease 
the deficit. 


Wants Item Veto 


Again the president obtains from 


the treasury department a checku 
on estimated revenue during th 
year beginning the following 1st o 
July. If the new report shows 
probable falling off of revenue, h 
makes every effort with the assist 
ance of the director of the budge 
to make further reductions bcfor 
approving the final department am 
agency budgets. 
* 


It should be remembered that th 


laws provide that the department*, 
and agencies shall ca«ry out cer 
tain duties. By these laws, the pres 
ident and the director of the budg 
et are, in effect, prohibited 
from 


eliminating government 
function; 


or curtailing them to the point o 
ineffectiveness. 


The result is that the presidcn 


and the director of the budget ar 
rive at a figure for each dcpartmen 
and agency which they believe to 
be the proper amount under which 
the functions required by law can 
be carried out with reasonable ef 
ficiency. 


Final Estimates 


During the final two weeks of 


the calendar year, the president ob- 
tains once more from the treas- 
ury department its final estimates 
of tax revenues during the fisca 
year which begins more than 6 
months later. 


Since the tax revenues from 


practically every major source 
depend on business conditions 
daring that future fiscal year 
the treasury's figures of neces- 
sity are based on a prophecy of 
business conditions beginning 
six months later and ending 
eighteen months later. 
Business concerns arc more for- 


tunate. They also lay out programs 
months and even a year and a half 
in advance. But their programs are 
flexible. They are controlled 
cur- 


rently by the condition of business, 
which permits the making of neces- 
sary changes from_ month to month 
and even from week to week. 


The affairs of the government 


are not so flexible. The budget re- 
ports are the administra:ion'& fiscal 
plan; and in the form adopted by 
the congress during the winter and 
spring, it becomes practically a fix- 
ed program of expenditure which 
cannot be changed for many months 
even though economic conditions 
radically change the receipt side of 
the ledger. 


Accurate Estimates 


While 1 re-emphasize the diffi- 


culty of estimating the revenue of 
the federal government from six to 
eighteen months before that rev- 
enue flows in, there is satisfaction 
in knowing ;hat during the past 
{cur years the estimates of Ux r*- 
t«ipta thus made far in advance, 


This year I 
recommend 
tha 


such items be curtailed. First, be 
cause 
expected 
government in 


come will be less, and second, be 
cause it has been amply demon 
strated that they do not provid 
as much work as do other method 
of taking care o£ the unemployed 


For example, we have appropri 


ated as federal aid to new perma 
nent state highways almost $1,500, 
000.000 during the past 5 years 
and an equal sum has been spen 
during the same period for con 
structing. repairing, and improv- 
ing roads and streets by federa 
agencies administering uncmploy 
ment relief. These vast expendi 
tures have put our highway sys 
terns far in advance of what woulc 
have been normal expansion. I d< 
not propose 
eliminating 
federa 


aid to highways, but I do ask tha 
such aid be restored to approxi 
mately the pre-depression figures. 


We have a great accumulation 


of unliquidated "matching" au- 
thorizations for aid to states 
running into the year 1940—but 
the states also should be encour- 
aged to bring their 
highway 


budgets back to a more normal 
figure. Therefore I hope that the 
congress will start at this session 
to cut down the actual appro- 
priations used to match state 
funds. 
For the 10 years up to June 30 


1933. the federal government spent 
an average of $40,000,000 a year for 
river and harbor 
improvements 


During the past 5 years we have 
spent an average of over $100.000,000 
a year. Meanwhile, a justified de- 
mand for greater protection against 
floods has developed. Flood protec- 
tion is necessary and in this budget 
I am curtailing the estimates for 
new river and harbor 
improve- 


ments in order to provide more 
money for flood emergencies. 


Reclamation Jobs 


Reclamation projects have been 
started which will call for future 
appropriations of nearly $600,000,- 
)00. It seems obvious to me and I 
hope it will be to the congress, that 
no further projects should be au- 
thorized until projects now under 
construction have reached a sub- 
stantial stage of completion. 


During the past 5 years -we have 


>uilt more than 1,100 new federal 
buildings-^almost 
doubling 
the 


number of such buildings through- 
out the country. It is true that this 
>aves the renting of buildings, but 
o offset that saving we are paying 
n many cases far more for main- 
enance of these new buildings than 
we formerly paid for leasing pri- 
vate quarters. Except for meeting 
he problem of adequate housing for 
government departments and agen- 
ies in the District of Columbia. I 
m strongly of the opinion that the 
tublic-building program should be 
estricted to the 
comparatively 
small number ot projects where the 
apital investment will be returned 
hrough savings in annual operat- 
ng costs, 


Expenditures—The most im- 


portant fact of this budget is the 
reduction of $539,000,000 in the 
estimated expenditure!! for the 
f««al ytar I9».

Recommendations: 
Appropriation item veto—An im- 


portant feature 
of the fiscal pro- 


:edure in the majority of our states 
is the authority given to the exe- 
cutive to withhold approval of in- 
dividual items in an appropriation 
bill, anil, while approving the re- 
mainder of the bill, to return such 
rejected items for the further con- 
sideration of the legislature. This 
grant of power has been considered 
a consistent corollary of the power 
of the legislature to withhold ap- 
proval of items in the budget of the 
executive: and the •system meets 
with general approval in the many 
states which have adopted it. A re- 
spectable difference of opinion ex- 
ists as to whether a similar item 
veto power could be given to the 
president by legislation or whether 
a constitutional amendment would 
be necessary. I strongly recommend 
that the present 
congress 
adopt 


whichever course it may deem to 
be the correct one. 


1939 Program 


Commodity Credit corporation— 


At present the funds for the oper- 
ations of the 
Commodity 
Credit 


corporation are provided through 
allocations from the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation. Such losses as 
the Commodity Credit corporation 
may sustain upon its commodity 
loans remain an indefinite charge 
against the treasury until the liq- 
uidation of the 
reconstruction fi- 


nance corporation. In order to pro- 
vide for an annual review of the 
operations of the commodity credit 
corporation and of its annual net 
cost to the government, I recom- 
mend the enactment by the con- 
gress on legislation which will re- 
quire an annual appraisal of the 
assets of the corporation, and, as a 
means of providing funds to make 
and guarantee its 
loans, provide 


.he corporation with adequate cap- 
'tal and authorize the issuance by 
t of obligations guaranteed by the 
United States. Congress would be 
advised annually of the corpora- 
ion's net profit or loss and be in a 
position to make such appropria- 
ions as might be necessary to meet 
any annual impairment of the capi- 
al of the corporation that would 
result from losses sustained 
upon 


ts loans. 


Receipts—The estimates of rev- 


enues for the fiscal year 1939, which 
are necessarily based on existing 
ax laws, amount to $5,919,437,000.

The next three years were spent as 
director of research of the Vereig- 
nigte Glanzstoff-Fabriken (manu- 
facturers of rayon and photographic 
films), during which time he also 
was honorary professor of cellulose 
chemistry at the University of Ber- 
lin in Charlottenburg. 


In 1926. when the manufacture of 


rayon pulp became a pressing prob- 
lem in North America, he accepted 
the position of director of research 
of the Canadian International Pa- 
per 
company, Hawkesbury, On- 


tario, Canada, from which position 
he leaves to assume his new duties 
at the institute. 


Dr. Heuser is well-known as the 


author of "Lehrbuch der Cellulose- 
Chemie," of which three editions 
have been published in German. 
The second edition was translated 
into English by Clarence J. West, 
now editor at the institute, and G. 
J. Essclen, Jr., and was also trans- 
lated into Russian. He is also co- 
editor of "Technik und Praxis dcr

the reorganization act into the stat- 
ute books, that Wisconsin was to 
have government by decree. 


Shorn of all their political par- 


tisanship, the 
charges had some 


basis in fact. 


Excluding 
Huey Long, who of 


course reigned supreme in his Lou- 
isiana empire. Governor LaFollette 
asked for and got 
power which is 


rivalled in the experience of no oth- 
er state, with the possible exception 
of Indiana, where substantially the 
ssme program was carried out by 
Governor Paul V. McNutt a few 
days ago. Here, however, the legis- 
lature had approved in advance the 
general outline of reorganization. 


It is true that the ordinary rules 


of legislative procedure, unlimited 
debate, public hearings, etc., were 
abbreviated. 
The governor asked 


for, and the 
Progressive majority 


approved, a revision of the rules to 
"expedite 
business" in "an emer- 


gency session." 


Act of Faith 


The blanket reorganization mea- 


sure passed by the legislature, how- 
ever, is significant for its implica- 
tions. It represents an act of faith 


by the people of Wisconsin, pre- 
suming they are adequately repre- 
sented in their legislature, in the 
state's chief executive. 


That idea, in Wisconsin and gen- 


erally in most other state govern- 
ments, is revolutionary. No other 
governor, even the present Gov- 
ernor LaFollette's famous father, 
immensely popular in his day, has 
ever been able to put that idea 
across to the Wisconsin democracy. 


Wisconsin's earliest state govern- 


ment was a simple affair. The con- 
stitution provided 
for all of the 


state executive departments, and 
made all of the state officials named 
in the constitution elective. 


The men who drafted that consti- 


tution, nursed 
in the 
Jacksonian 


tradition, feared government, fear- 
ed governors. Hardy, 
self-reliant 


men, they were members of a sim- 
ple, 
agrarian 
frontier 
economy. 


They had few wants, were able to 
satisfy them through their own ef- 
forts, and saw no need for the state 
government's active participation 
in the business of making their 
lives more satisfactory. 


So the constitution which they 


drafted provided only for officers 
of the most negative character, and 
all of them directly responsible to 
themselves at frequent inters-als.

"We still have unemployment in 


the millions according to figures re- 
leased Monday, we have a recession, 
whelher real or faked, and we have 
an invesligalion into the reasons for 
the high prices." said Dr. Baker.
